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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/9/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant has argued that in regard to claim 10 the method of Elam 
would require some inhibitor. 

The examiner argues that Elam does not teach that an inhibitor is necessary it 
merely teaches that "The inhibitor may be included" (column 3 line 63) or that the 
maskant "should also contain an inhibitor" (column 3 line 47). This language open to 
the exclusion of an inhibitor and therefore would not be seen as a necessity in the 
formation of the maskant.
